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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCT IOK 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  April,  estimated  at  60,535, COO 
gallons,  was  5 percent  more  than  in  Aipril  1962  and  9 percent  larger  than  the  1957-61 
average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This 'month's  production 
was  the  second  highest  April  output  of  record,  and  was  3 percent  below  the  previous 
record  of  April  1946.  Compared  x^ith  March,  the  9 percent  seasonal  gain  this  year 
compares  with  a 4-percent  increase  at  this  time  last  year  and  a 6-percent  average- 
gain  in  the  1957-61  period.  Temperatures  during  April  averaged  below  normal  in  most 
of  the  country  west  of  a line  from  the  western  Dakotas  to  southeastern  Arizona,  and 
in  a northeastern  area  including  northern  New  York  and  most  of  New  England,  ■ Warmer 
than  normal  temperatures  prevailed  in  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Compared  x-fith  April  last  year,  production  was  more  in  all  regions'  outside  the 
West,  where  it  was  1 percent  less  in  the  Mountain  States  and  2 percent  smaller  in 
the  Pacific,  Increases  varie.d  from  3 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  to 
II4  percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  Production  was  up  5 percent  in  the  Nor-th  At- 
lantic States  and  7 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  A 13-percent  gain  was  shox<m  in 
the  South  Central  Region,  Output  was  6 percent  more  in  Pennsylvania,  but  was  4 per- 
cent less  both  in  New  York  and  California,  Production  xv*as  less  .in  Connecticut,  Mich- 
igan, District  of  Columbia,  Colorado  and  California,  All  other  states  .showed  in- 
creases except  Washington, 

Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  April,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  6 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  to  l4;  percent  in  both  the  West  North  Central  and 
the  Mountain,  Production  was  10  percent  more  in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region 
and  the  South  Central,  Other  gains  were  7 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and 
12  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  Production  was  up  2 percent  both-  in  New  York  and 
California,  and  5 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  Decreases  from  average  were  shown  only 
in  Connecticut,  Michigan,  West  Virginia  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  . .

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U.S . Procuction  of  ice  milk  was  estimated  at  15,005,000  gallons  in  April,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  2 percent  larger  than  in  April  a year  earlier 
and  34  percent  greater  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month,  Total  production  the 
first  four  months  of  this  year  was  3 percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1962  and  43  percent  above  average.  The  seasonal  advance  of  22  percent  from  March 
to  April  this  year  was  the  same  as  in  1962.  This  compares  with  a 29  percent  average 
increase  in  the  preceding  5-year  period.  Output  gained  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  April  1962,  production  decreased  in  the  East  North  Central  Region 
and  the  Jest.  Increases  occurred  in  all  other  sections  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

... 

April  sherbet  production,  estimated  at  3,600,000  gallons,  was  14  percent  more 
than  in  April  1962  and  10  percent  above  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Output 
advanced  28  percent  seasonally  from  March  to  April  this  year,  compared  with  21  per- 
cent at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  26  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period. 
Gains  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  Pacific. 

Compared  with  April  1962  sherbet  production  decreased  in  the  North  Atlantic 
and  the  Pacific  Regions.  Increases  were  shown  in  the  remainder  of  the  country. 

Cumulative  output  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  totaling  10,570,00*0  gallons 
was  9 percent  above  the  January  - April  period  in  1962  and  11  percent  above  the  aver- 
age.

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkfat  in  April  was  4, 350,000  gallons,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
This  was  4 percent  more  than  in  April  1962  and  23  percent  larger  than  the  1957-61 
average  for  the  month.  The  accumulated  total  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  was 
1 percent  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  a year  ago,  but  was  23  percent  above 
average 

Mellorine  production  advanced  14  percent  between  March  and  April  this  year, 
compared  with  9 percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  10  percent  between  the  averages 
for  these  months*  Output  decreased  in  South  Carolina,  Alabama,  Montana,  Oregon  and 
California,  Seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  other  important  Mellorine-producing 
states  except  Arkansas. 

Compared  with  April  1962,  output  was  less  in  Missouri,  South  Carolina.  Arkansas, 
Montana,  Oregon  and  California,  Production  increased  in  all  other  important-produc- 
ing states.

Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  2,950,000  gallons 
during  April,  This  was  down  9 percent  from  April  1962  and  6 percent  from  the  5-year, 
1957-61,  average.  Output  in  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  was  3 percent  less 
than  the  four  month  total  a year  earlier  but  about  the  • same  as  the  average  for 
these  months.  Production  gained  6 2 percent  from  March  to  April,  compared  with  73 
percent  in  1962  and  71  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period.  Seasonal  ad- 
vances occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  West,  where  a decline  "was  shown. 


Compared  with  April  1962,  changes  in  output  were  mixed.  Production  increases 
in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central  were 
more  than  offset  by  losses  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.
